Value of the cow-testing service 
carried out by the federal Department 
of Agriculture, in which some co- 
operation is given by the Provincial 
Department, has been attested to on 
numerous occasions. A recent survey 
shows that Alberta has. 29 cow-test- 
ing associations, involving 422 herds 
and 5,098 cows of which 3,184 aver- 
ged 7,275 lbs., of. milk and 274,28 
lbs., of butterfat, with a test of 3,77 
per cent. One thousand and eighty- 
two cows produced, and 92 herds aver- 
agtd, over 800 lbs., of butterfat per
